These pamphlets contain the transcript of the testimony of the 
witnesses who appeared at HCUA hearings on July 6,7,6,13, And 

14. 1953. .: 

On Monday, 7/6/53, ARCHIBALD ROOSEVELT, the subject, »! V ' ; 
voluntarily appeared before a Subcommittee of the Rouse Committee 
on Un-American Activities as an Episcopal layman to give testimony 
of serious import on the question of Communism amongst individuals 
in the field of religion* ^ 

Mr. ROOSEVELT testified that he iy'the son of former 
president of the United States, TKEODORff'HOCSEVELT, that he 
served in the infantry during World War I, 26th Infantry, 1st 
Division, wounded in World War Ij with the 162nd Infantry in 
New Guinea in World War II and wounded in World War II. 


Mr. ROOSEVELT was asked by the Committee as to the danger 
of Communist infiltration through various individuals in the field 
of religion. He answered stating that it is only too well known 
that Communists are trying to, ancl in some cases succeeding, 
in infiltrating the churches. Mr* ROOSEVELT continued by saying, 
"There is only one way we can stop and reverse the trend in our 
churches - and that is complete exposure and pitiless publicity. 
There is no better method of attaining this than by the media 
of the duly elected representatives of the people- the Congress 
of the United States, through its committees." 


The NYO indices failed to contain any derogatory information 
on the subject and a preliminary investigation indicated that the 
subject is a highly respected citiien in his community. Subject 
and his lamily are presently on a European tour which is expected 
to last two years. r i

The Bureau has previously been advised that the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities contemplated holding hearings in 
Washington, Youngstown, Ohio, and Chicago next month regarding communist 
infiltration into the American Committee for the Protection of the 
Foreign Born, We, today, received from Congressman Francis Walter a 
list of prosecutive witnesses tentatively scheduled to be called at 
Washington on November 12, 13 and 14 as well as a group of prosecutive 
witnesses, 11 in number, to be heard in Youngstown, Ohio on November 29, 
and a group of 11 prosecutive witnesses to be heard in Chicago on 
December 3, and a group of 9 to be heard in Chicago on December 4, 

We have been asked to furnish last known addresses on 
these persons. The list furnished by Walter is attached, and it is 
recommended the Domestic Intelligence Division place this in line in 
order that we may furnish the last known addresses we have on these 
persons to the HCUA.

Archibald Bulloch Roosevelt, Jr., who was bom on 
February 18, 1918, at Boston, Massachusetts, was the subject of 
a loyalty-type investigation con dieted by the FBI in 1947 and an 
applicant-type investigation conducted in 1949. The results of these 
investigations were generally favorable and by communication dated 
May 16, 1952, the Civil Service Commission advised that Mr. Roosevelt 
was eligible on loyalty. 


Our files also indicate that in 1962 credit cards belon 
to Mr. Roosevelt were found in the possession of a hoodlum who A
